'Francis Fee of 3816 ° North 
Grand Found Dead in 
Florissant’ With Hands 
Tied, Pockets Inside Out. 


Francis Fee, 28 years old, of 3816 
North Grand avenue, was murdered 
last night in Florissant, St. Louis 
County, after he had left the home 
of his fiancee, Miss Agnes Aubu- 
chon. His body, with hands tied be- 
hind, was found at 5:30 this morn- 
ing near the south side of the Gra- 
ham road, in Florissant. Death was 
caused by wounds on the back and 
front of the head. 

The first reports'as to the kililng 
seemed to point to robbery as a prob- 
able motive, as the trousers pockets 
were turned insidé out. It was said 
this afternoon, however, that a sum 
of money was found in,the pockets 
by persons who examined the body, 
and would be turned over to the Cor- 
oner. A gold watch and a diamond 
stickpin were not taken. 

A man who was acquainted with 
Miss Aubuchon was taken to Clayton 
this afternoon, to be questioned by | 
the county authorities and Lieut. 
Walton of the homicide squad of the 
St. Louis Police Department. 

Fee was an électrician, in the em- 
ploy of the St. Louis Mazda Lamp | 
Co., 6251 Etzel avenue. During the | 
war he served in the Signal Corps at 
Camp Funston, but did not go over- 
seas. He was the son of Mrs. Brid- 
get Fee, a widow, and two sisters 
and a brother live at the Grand 
avenue home, and two brothers in 
Denver. 

Left Fiancee at 10 P. M. 

He left his home at 5 e’clock last 
evening, telling his mother he was 
going to Florissant to see Miss Aubu- 
chon, on whom he had called twice 
a week for two years. He and the

The burning out of a cross-cir- 
cuited switch at the Midland power 
converting station of the United 


avenues, at 9:40 a.m. today, caused 


fire damage to the plant and to 
conduit cables which put the plant 
out of commission and caused seri- 
ous interference with traffic on the 
Olive, Page, Hodiamont, Wellston, 
Clayton, Kirkwood-Ferguson and 
Creve Coeur Lake lines. 

These car lines were shut down 
for more than half an hour and then 
resumed operation on such power as 
could be furnished from the com- 
pany’s emergency plants. 

When the accident occurred Pat- 
rick Delehanty, 55 years old, of 6145 
Suburban avenue, day power oper- 


ator, was alone in the powerhouse. 


He was shocked ens burned and.was, 
taken to the city Mospital, where he 


} died at 12:35 p.m. 


Man Found on Floor. 
The nature of the accident was not 
known until United Railways em- 
ployes were sent to the plant to find 


‘lwhat was the matter after lack of 


power had stopped several street car 
lines. Delehanty was found on the 
floor and the insulation on a great 
mass of cables running through the 
building was in flames. 

A fire alarm was turned in, but 
firemen, fearing to be shocked, did 
not turn water on the burning cable 
coverings until the power had been 
shut off. They then found it diffi- 
cult to check the fire with water 
and used sacks to smother it. 

The Midland station gets its sup- 
ply of power from the Wabash sta- 
tion of the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co., on’ Page avenue six 
blocks west of Hodiamont avenue. 
The power from the Keokuk dam is 
distributed from that station. 

United Railways officials 
there had been trouble with the 
power all morning and that this 
trouble apparently originated at the 
Union Electric plant and led to the 
short circuit at the United Railways 
plant, 

Cables May Be Burned Out. 

At the Union Electric plant it was 
said there had been trouble there 
and that one unit of the plant was 
out of commission, but the exact na- 
ture of the trouble had not been 
learned. It was said reports had 
been received that several under- 
ground Union Electric cables in the 
‘West End had been burned out. 

At the time of the accident at the 
United Railways powerhouse, man- 
hole covers in front of 5951 Horton 
Place and 6023 Horton place were 
blown into the air and flames burst 
from the manholes. Firemen found 
that cable insulation in the conduits 
was burning. 

The force of the blast which blew 
off conduit covers, broke windows in 
several houses and tore up sections

AGAINST ROCKEFELLER 


Supreme Court Decides He Must 
Pay in Case of $292,687 
Government Claim. 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—John 


by Rockefeller ard others who par- 


ticipated with him in the distribution 
by the Ohio oil companies and by 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Co. to their 
stockholders of stock, respectively, 
in the Ilinois Pipe Line Co. and the 
Prairie Pipe Line Co. must pay in- 
come tax upon the same under a de- 
cision today by the Supreme Court. 

The Government suit, for $292,678, 
was instituted against Rockefeller on 
Dec. 20, 1920, and charged his in- 
come tax report was “incorrect, mis- 
ieading and false.’’ The complaint 
alleged that; in his return, filed 
March 28, 1916, Rockefeller ‘‘failed 
to include in it as part of his income 
50,1000 shares of Illinois Pipe Line 
Co. and 67,176 shares of the Prairie 
Pipe Line Co.” A penalty of 5 per 
cent and interest thereon at the rate 
of 1 per cent from June 30, 1916, and 
costs, were sought. 

An opinion in the case, against 
Rockefeller, was given on Aug. 3, 
this year, in the United States Dis- 
trict. Court at New York by Judge 
Learned Hand. 

The point at issue was the acquisi- 
tion of the stock of the Prairie Line 
and the Illinois Line by Rockefeller 
and W. L. Harkness in 1914-15, 
which they maintained was divi- 
dends, the Government contending 
that this stock was taxable’ as in- 
come at the market value of the 
stock. 

The court laid stress on the point 
that the stock was acquired at time 
of severence ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The 
pipe lines were operated formerly 
by the Prairie Oil and Gas Co. and 
the Ohio Gas Co. The _ collector 
claimed that the $292,687 was 
amount due upon the difference be- 
tween the par value and the market 
value of the stock, charging it was 
income. 

Fares in Chicago Subject to Regula- 
tion by Commission. 

Street car fares in Chicago are 
subject to regulation by the Illinois 
Public Utilities Commission, the Su-

terpiece by Aristide Briand, seven times Premier of France, in 
defense of the Freneh policy of maintaining a large standing 
‘army as a guarantee against aggression by a rejuvenated Ger- 
many. . | , 

Briand, it was plain, put into his great effort all the forensic 


powers a this command. Comparatively few in the audience un- 


derstood French, but all were moved by his oratory. Beginning in 
a conversational tone, with his left hand thrust into a trousers 
pocket, h.esoon dropped his casual attitude and with impas#iotied 
words and vivid gestures sought to gain the sympathy of the world 
for his country’s policies. There was frequent applause for him 
during the delivery in French: Lloyd George has said’ Briand’s 
was the ‘‘finest parliamentary voice in Europe.’’ ‘There was 
greater applause as the points he made were unfolded in English 
by the interpreter, who spoke himself with manifest feeling and 
a wealth of gesticulation. 


The conclusion of the Premier’s plea, both ‘in its Dreaded 
English form, wa sthe signal for a demonstration. Outside, after 
the meeting, a crowd gathered to cheer him as he was driven 
away from the hall. 

It was France’s day at the conference. All the speeches that followed 
Briand’s were in response to him. Most significant, perhaps, was the 
reply by Arthur J. Balfour, head of the British delegation, with its implied 
promise that if France should again be attacked, Britain would come to the 
rescue. Balfour spoke with a feeling that made his words come haltingly. 
The sentiment evoked a burst of cheering. 

The hall was packed half an hour before the time set for the beginning 
of the sessidn. .A greater proportion of women were in the audience than at 
the previous open meetings. 

Secretary of State Hughes, opening the meeting after the movie men 
had had a brief inning, heartened the crowd with his assurance that grati- 
fying progress had been made by the conference. There remained to be 
taken up, he said, the question of land forces. This question did not pre- 
sent itself in the case of the United States, because it was the traditional 
policy of the United States to have its regular army establishment on the 
smallest possible basis. The force of upward of 4,200,000 men which the 
United States had under arms or in training during the war; he potates out, 
had been reduced to less than 160,000 men. 

He advised that there were special difficulties in connection with the 
problem of land armaments in other countries. The United States, he said, 
well understood the apprehensions which others might entertain. It was 
fitting that there should be fullest opportunity for all to'state their ease. 


Briand Remindful of Borah. 


Briand then rose to speak. He is a chunky dines of a man, with a 
heavy shock of hair and thick mustache. The solidity of him is remindful 
of Borah as he stands in the Senate. 

Brand began by telling how difficult it is for Americans to realize 
conditions in Europe. It had been said, he continued, that France wanted 
to establish a military supremacy\in Europe and take the place of Germany. 
That, he declrade, was a. painful and cruel indictment of his country. 

‘‘Those who know my country,’’ he declred, with fervor, pounding the 
green table, ‘‘can testify that not one word of it is true.’’ 

During a large part of his address, Briand seemed to be addressing his 
remarks directly to the British delegation across the table. The British and 
the French, it is known, beneath the veneer of polite diplomatic intercourse, 
have clashed time and again on this subject of France’s supposed ambitions 
in Europe. Balfour’s face was expressionless as he heard Briand disclaim 
for France the role of a military adventurer.

They have made it impos- 
sible. The German people must 
by this time be fully aware that 
we cannot think the same thoughts 
or speak the same language of 
agreement.” * * * (Several  edito- 
rial articles are here quoted from 
newspapers.)

You cannot blot out the 
speeches, which in every word and 
line showed a distrust of this par- 
ticular autocracy with which you 
are now asked to deal. Have you 
considered the possibility that as 
soon as Germany read your New 
York speech of Sept. 27, knowing, 
as they did, that it was neither 
palatable to the allies nor in ac- 
cordance with that which they had 
hitherto stood for, promptly accept- 
ed your attitude as a means of di- 
viding the Entente at a critical 
moment and robbing her of the 
benefits of the military triumph? 
Did not Talleyrand do the very 
same thing to them, as the repre- 
sentative of defeated France, when 
he sided with Russia and Prussia 
as against England, and thus made 
possible the return of Napoleon? 

I realize the great responsibility 
that rests upon the President. In 
any other matter, not s0 vital as 
this, you could be wrong and time 
would correct it, but in a thing like 
this. when you are dealing with a 
question which goes to the very 
depths of international action and 
world progress, you are at the part- 
ing of the ways.

If this is carried out, the 
spheres marked out in 1898 by 
Great Britain, France and Japan, 
will be abrogated, but it is under- 
stood that Harmsworth spoke only 
for his own country. 

President Harding, Secretary

His 
hair is still black and his heavy eye- 
brows overhang clear blue eyes. On 
the whole, he represents a perfect 
hereditary type ef the best from 
South or West Ireland.

Seldom Seen in Society. 

Senator Borah lives mainly alone 
and is seldom seen in society. Every 
morning he rides alone in the beau- 
tiful Rock Creek Park and works 
all day and far into the night in 
the Senate or in the fine suite of 
rooms provided for each Senator, far 
superior to any privilege granted to 
our Lords or Commons. There Bo- 
rah sits and works, visited rarely by 
constituents from his distant State 
of Idaho. 

This wild, mountainous, large, 
pastoral and cattle-breeding State is 
perhaps sulted to Borah’s nature. He 
himself has a reputation for wild- 
ness and extreme views, so-called 
dangerouf or liberal opinion. for, 
strange as it appears to the English 
minds, iMberals are regarded as dan- 
gerous here. 

His honesty, earnestness and elo- 
quence make him incalculable to 
politicians. Last December he pro- 
posed in the Senate a resolution for 
a naval policy for five years. 
rejected, he tacked it to the naval 
bill of last April and passed it. No- 
tice of the subject then became com- 
pulsory and the conference is the 
result. Borah considers the mere 
fact of the conference an immense 
advance for all mankind. In any 
case, such a spirit in the nation will 
prove a gain in the direction of

The unanimous understanding among correspond-; 
ents at Washington is that the Hughes reduction plan | 
was not drafted by naval officials. If not, then why 
are American naval officials being given free rein to 
make an issue of the submarine with British naval 
officials?

What is the reason for the public attitude of the 
Powers in the conference’ Publicity.

The British would like to abolish submarines en- 
tirely as an improper naval weapon.

Which side is right? The history of the war hard- 
ly justifies the American contention that submarines 
are effective defenders as against surface war vYes- 
sels which would be the aggressors in any coast at- 
tack. The only redl accomplishment of submarines 
in the late war was to terrorize commerce and sink 
noncombatant vessels. Despite them 2,000,900 of our 
soldiers were transported to France with an incon- 
siderable loss. The submersible is virtually pow. 
erless against the surface destroyer. Its peculiar effec- 
tiveness is in slaughtering nomcombatants, destroy- 
ing property and starving out nations dependent on 
ocean commerce for their sustenance. This is not 
defensive service. but aggression. 

And what is the effect of this aggression on the 
armaments of the world?’ We saw its effect in tae 
late war. It was to make shipbuilding, both cor- 
batamt and noncombatant, the most imperative in- 
dustry of two continents. It was chiefly responsibi- 
for the $4,000,000,000 bill handed the Government b: 
the Shipping Board. 

The submarine is a sneaking, covert weapon, against 
which the only recourse for noncombatant shipping 
is to build new vessels faster than the torpedo can 
sink these built. I[t-is meither defender nor agzgressur 
against war vessels. Its particular meat is passenger 
vessels, hospital ships and merchantmen. its invisibil- 
ity prevents an enemy from gauging its strength.

COTTON EXPORTS ADVANCE IN 
BULK, BUT DECLINE IN VALUE 


October Figures Compared to Those 
of Same Month Last Year by 
Commerce Department.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Exports 
of cotton and cottonseed oil advanced 
sharply in volume, but decline in val- 
ue in October, as compared with the 
Same month a year ago, according to 
foreign trade reports issued last night 
by the Commerce Department. Ex- 
ports of breadstuffs, meat and dairy 
products, and mineral oils during the 
month decreased considerably s 
compared with October, 19290, totals. 
Cotton exported in 
amounted to 874,000 bales, valued at 
$91,028,000, compared with 503,000 
bales, worth $91,247,000 a year ago. 
For the 10 months ended with Oc- 
tober the total was 5,000,000 bales 
valued at $408,000,000 against, 4.- 
000,000 bales worth $952,000,000.

New York Prelate Says Such Mat. 
ters Should Be Confined Within 
Walls of Clinic.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Protest 
against the use in New York of the 
open forum for disseminating the 
idea of birth control was made in a 
Statement issued yesterday by Arch- 
bishop Patrick J™Hayes of the Ro- 
man Catholic Archdiocese of New 
York. 

“Common prudence and decency,” 
he said, “should keep such discus- 


sion within the’walls of a clinic, or} 


only for the ears of the mature and | 
experienced.” | 
The laws of God and man, science, 


public policy and human experience, | 
he said, all were condemnatory of | 
birth control. ‘‘Preached by a few ir- | 
responsible individuals, without in- 
dorsement or approval, ag far as I 
know, of a reputable body of physi- 
cians or a medical society, whose 
province it is to advise the public 
on such matters.”

In the last few years there has 
developed a tendency toward 
more and still more clubs in the 
golfer’s bag. Two factors have 


largely brought this about. One 
of these is the great spread of

playing it.

The other is a 
seemingly fast-growing idea that 
each round of the course reveals 
to the average golfer the need 
of a new club for some particular 
shot he has encountered. One of 
the frailties of human nature is 
that the golfer immediately looks 
to some differently-designed club 
to give him a better score when 
what he really needs is more skill 
with the clubs he has. 

Willie Hunter, British amateur 

champian, expressed some surprise 
at this year’s national] tournament 
at St. Louis when he observed the 
scantiness of my collection of 
lubs. Hunter carries a huge 
eather bag that could without too 
much levity be called a golf links 
trunk. His array of clubs must 
make his caddie wonder if the 
God of Luck has taken wing to 
parts unknown. Hunter had men- 
tioned when I was in. England 
this year that I carried compara- 
tively few clubs, and so he was 
surprised that I had dispensed 
with two of these before he ar- 
rived on the scene of our cham- 
pionship. Between the time I 
saw him in England and the oc- 
casion of his play here I had 
discarded, for all time,.I think, my 
driver. 


“Self-Playing’”’ Clubs. 

I am not in any sense opposed 
to the scientific work of the mak- 
ers of clubs who keep giving us 
newer and newer designs, clubs 
which certainly do the work bet- 
ter than our old equipment ever 
did it. These men really add 


j something to the charm of the 


game and their work is to be en- 
couraged. They make the play 
more thrilling for the novice be- 
| cause, with the ‘better-balanced. 
better-faced clubs the inexpert 
player can make shots, and does, 
make them, -which otherwise 

would never be within his reach. 
| The rib-faced mashie brings out 
this angle remarkably. Where the 
old-timer practiced weeks for his 
cut-spin ball, applying the spin 
with his old-style, sntfooth-faced 
mashie, the newcomer .takes out 
his rib-faced mashie and lays his 
ball dead to the pin as pretty as 
you please. This club puts on spin 
s0 easily that it has not inaptly 


However, as the player becomes 
more skilled in the game he will, I 
think, find himself discarding all 
surplus equipment from his bag 
and culling out his clubs to a list 
about like this: Driver, brassie, 
spoon, niblick, midiron, figger, 
mashie and putter. That is the 
club equipment I now carry ex- 
cept that I use a brassie instead 
of a drivér. 


There Are Disadvantages. 

A great assortment of clubs has 
advantages beyond the genera) ad- 
vantage to the game which I men- 
tioned. But I wonder if the disad- 


vantages are not greater. The 
golfer thinks only of the better 
playing he may be able to do with 
his extra clubs. It never occurs to 
him, I dare say, that he often is 
the victim of kis own array of 
clubs, which, because of their 
number and variety, upeet his 
game and make his scores lower 
than they perhaps would be if he 
played. the orthodox equipment 
straight through. 


This can happen because of the 
confusfon that can result in the 
average player’s mind when he 
comes up to a shot and must de- 
termine which of 14 or 15 clube 
is precisely the right one for the 
work. The shot, we will say, is 
a plain midiron play. But the 
player hesitates, wondering if he 
should use midiron, brassie, spoon, 
jigger, mongrel mashie or cleek, 
Chances are that when he has 
finally decided he makes the shot 
with more or less question in his 
mind whether he is using the, best 
club in his assortment. , 


I discovered this tendency toward 
mental upsets when I used more 
clubs, and that is largely why I 
have simplified my club assort- 
ment. Golf is largely a game of 
mental hazards, and the more ex- 
perienced players come to a reali- 
gation of the trouble caused them 
by too many clubs. Thus they nar- 
row down. Your game will be at 
its best when you can walk up to 
your ball on the fairway, take out 
the one club for the shot and put 
into the stroke the distance re- 
quired. The greatest skill comes 
from using a few clubs well.
